The Cavalry Reunion.—Wednes­

David T. W ilentz, attorney-gen­ 
eral and chief of Nt-w Jersey’s prose­ 
cuting staff, said after the confer­ 
ence it was likely th e date for the 
trial of Hauptm ann, now confined 
in a Hunterdon county jail cell, 
would be chosen a t the tim e of the 
arraignment. 
James M. Fawcett, the carpenter's 
attorney, said he had expressed to 
officials a desire the trial itself be
